Applicant's election of Group II, Claims 13-15, in the response filed on 06/29/2007, is acknowledged. However, Applicant's response 
is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action mailed on 06/07/2007, because Appicants fail to elect a single specific species as 
required under 35 US 121 (1): 

In the prior Office Action it was stated in paragraph No. 7: If any of Groups II or III is elected, applicant is further required to elect: 
a polypeptide encoded by a single specific DNA molecule of claim 1 . 

In Applicant's response filed 06/29/2007, Applicant states: "In response to the Restriction Requirement dated March 27, 2007, 
Applicants hereby elect, with traverse, Group II (claims 13-15), drawn to Phi p 4 protein or polypeptide fragments thereof and a 
pharmaceutical composition comprising the Phi p 4 protein or polypeptide fragments thereof." 

Applicant has not elected a single specific species as is required under 35 U.S.C 121. Applicant is required to elect a single specific 
Phi p 4 protein or polypeptide encoded by a single specific DNA. Alternatively, Applicant may elect a single specific Phi p 4 protein 
or polypeptide having a single specific amino acid sequence. To be fully responsive to the Office Action mailed on 06/29/2007, 
applicant must elect a single specific Phi p 4 protein or polypeptide species.
